E was Brother to Hugh ſeventh Lord of Dowglas, and his

Succeſſor, for his ſingular Valour he was juſtly ſirnamed 

illiam the Hardie. He was twice married, his Lady was Si- 
ſter to the Lord Robert Keith Marſhal of Scotland, and Sheriff 
of Lothian, who bare to him two Sons, James and Hugh. Af 
ter her Death he married an Engliſßhᷣ Lady, named Ferrarec, 
who alſo bare to him two Sons, Archibald Lord of Galloway 
(Progenitor of the Earls of Douglas and Angus, with their Ca- 
dets) and Sir = Dowglas Captain of Lochleven, of whom are 
deſcended the Earls of Morton, the Lairds of Lochleven, $tani- 


path, Mains, Tilliquhillie, Languzarie, and ſundry other. It was 
| In 
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in his time that 70% Ball, having given up his Allegiance to 
King Edward, Edward was not much diſpleaſed thereat, think- 
ing he had thereby a fair Quarrel to make war for conquering 
the Kingdom of Scotland, which he hoped to attain the more ea- 
ſily, becauſe he knew the moſt Part of the S$c977zh Nobility ei- 
ther hated, or deſpiſed their King 7ohn. Baliol; and becauſe the 
moſt powerful Lords of Scotland held many great Lands of him- 
ſelf in England, and were his Vaſlals. Firſt therefore he taketh 
Truce with the French for a Time, and by fair Promiſes of the 
Crown of Scotland, allured Robert Bruce the elder, with his 
powerful Faction, to joyn with them; the like he obtained of 
the Earl of March, and other great Men in Scotlauck who held 
Lands in England for Services done to his Father and Grandfa- 
ther in the Barons Wars. Having thus prepared all Things, he 
advanced with his Army (levied for ang ps beſiege Berwick, 
which was fortified againſt him, the Lord William Dowelas be- 
ing Governour of the Caſtle thereof. The firſt Aſſault was made 
by his Navy, which was vanquiſhed by the Scotc. Some of the 
Bruce's Faction, and many Engliſhes with them, marched to- 
wards the Town with Scottiſß Colours, giving out, that Baliol 
was coming to their Aid, and deſiring the Gariſon to iſſue out 
and to joyn with them, ſetting upon the Backs of the Engliſbes 
as they departed. The Gariſon raſhly iſſuing forth, was ſudden- 
ly encloſed betwixt theſe counterfeit Friends, and an Ambuſh of 
Engliſh lying betwixt them and the Town, the moſt Part were 
killed, and the Town taken, and all within the ſame, young and 
old, were put to the Sword; the Caſtle and Reidbal, belonging 
to the Flemiſh Merchants, well fortified, made obſtinate Reſi- 
ſtance, and killed Richard of Cornwal, Couſin- german to the 
King; but this Merchant Houſe being ſet on fire, the Caſtle (not 
able to ſtand out longer) yielded upon Quarters of Life and Li- 
berty, which was granted to all, except the Governor Sir William 
Dowglas, who, refuſing to {wear Homage to King Edward, was 
kept in Priſon, Berwzck was thus taken on Good-friday, March 1295. 

Dunbar was thereafter taken with greater Slaughter, (by the 
Treachery of Patrick Earl of March) and ſo the Flower of the 
Nobility and Gentry of Scotland being killed or taken, no new 
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Army could be levied; and Baliol ſeeing all revolt from him, 
and deſpairing to recover his Eſtate, ſubmitted himſelf, and re- 
ſigned the Crown of Scotland to King Edward, who thinking 
himſelf now ſure of all, and minding to gain the Friendſhip of 
ſo worthy a Man as the Lord Douglas (whom otherwiſe he 
could not move) beſtowed on him the Daughter of William de 
Ferrares Earl of Derby, being near of the Blood royal of Scor- 
land, for her Mother was eldeſt Daughter to Roger de Quincie 
Earl of Winton and Wincheſter, begotten upon the Daughter of 
Allan Lord of Galloway, and Margaret of Huntingtoun. This 
Policy nothing prevailed againſt his loyal Affection to the Lioer- 
ty of his Country, for ſoon after, perceiving the Nobility who 
were left, through Deſperation to give over the publick Cauſe, 
only Sir William Wallace a Gentleman of mean Fortune (Son 
to Sir Malcom Wallace of Ellerſiie) but of invincible Courage 
and Activity, ſhewing himſelf zealous tg recover the Liberty of 
the afflicted Kingdom, he (with Malcom Earl of Lennox) joyn- 
ed with him, and theſe valiant Gentlemen who had followed his 
Conduct. Theſe Worthies holding a Meeting at the Foreſt Kirk 
in the Sheriffdom of Se/krk, chooſed Wallace Governor and 
Warden of Scotland, with whom they purſued the War ſo hotly, 


. that in few . they recovered all the north Parts of Scotland, 


of March and the Lord Robert Bruce the elder 


chaſed the Ear 
into England, and overthrew at J7zr/ing Br = a great Army 
commanded by the Earl of Warren and Sir Hugh Creſſtnghame, 
and all the next Winter ſtayed with a great Army in the very 
Bowels of England; againſt whom in the Spring King Edward 
himſelf coming with a puiſſant Army, yet durſt not hazard Battle. 

Thereafter, whilſt Wallace was buſied in the Highlands of 
Lennox, Arg yle and Lorn, the Lord William Dowglas being left 
in his own Country, perceived an Zngl/i/þ Knight, Beaufort by 


Name, Captain of the Caſtle of Sazqguhar, near Kinſman to his 


Wife the Lady Ferrares, and preſuming upon that Friendſhip 
to behave himſelf more ſecurely, and to uſe great Cruelty and 
Spoil upon the adjacent Countries, he ſurpriſed him and his Ca- 
{tle of Sanguhar by a Stratagem, in this Manner. He had a tru- 


ſty Servant, a young Gentleman named Thomas Dick/on, _

he acquainted with this Purpoſe, and informed him to proceed. 
Thomas Dickſon, as he was inſtructed, practiſed with one Ander- 
ſon, who uſed to lead Wood and other Fuel to the Caſtle of San- 
githar, fo that one Morning timeouſly, taking Anderſon's Habit 
and Carriage, he came to- the Caſtle Gate, and being let in by 
the Porter (thinking him to be Ander/on ) he made the Cart to 
fall down in the very Entry, ſo that the Port could not be clo- 
ſed, and diſpatching the Porter, gave the Sign to the Lord Dow- 
glas lying in Ambuſh nigh to the Place, who entred the Caſtle 
with all Speed, and forcing the Entry of the great Tower, killed 
the Captain, with all the Gariſon, except one Man who eſcap- 
ed, and informed the Eugliſh Gariſons lying at Duri ſdeer, Ti- 
ber ſmure and Enoch (ſome ſix or ſeven Miles diſtant at moſt) 
of the Loſs of the Caſtle of Sauquhar, ſhewing withal how it 
might be eaſily recovered. The Lord Douglas, on the other 
Part, ſeeing their Purpoſe, and being unprovided for a Siege, im- 
mediately diſpatched Thomas Dickſon Poſt to Wallace, being then 
in the Lennox, who, without Delay, haſted with his Forces to 
the Relief of the Lord Douglas. The Eugliſb, who had gather- 
ed a great Army out of the next Gariſons, were buſy aſſaulting 
the Caſtle of Sanquhar, hearing the Approach of Wallace, raiſ:d 
the Siege, quit Gariſons, and made haſte towards England; but 
Wallace purſued them ſo hotly, that the better Part of them were 
killed before they paſſed the Borders. Wallace purſued this Vi. 
Rory ſo hotly, that in few Days he recovered all the ſouth Parts 
of Scotland, and ſettled the Country in good Quiet, eſtabliſhing 
the Lord Douglas as Governor of the South-weſt Countries, be- 
twixt Drumlanrig and Aire. Theſe Things fell out in the Year 
1298, which Paſlages, as the moſt Part of Actions done in the 
Time of Sit William Wallace, are either paſſed over, or ſlender- 
ly touched by the Writers of our Chronicles, altho' the Truth 
thereof be unqueſtionable, being recorded by theſe Eye-witneſ- 
ſes, who wrote the Diary, or Hiſtory of Sir William Wallace in 
Latin, which is paraphrattically turned in Eugliſh Ryme, the In- 
terpreter expreſſing the main Body of the Story very truly, how- 
ſoever, miſſing or miſtaking ſome Circumſtances, he differeth 
therein from the Latin. Beſides, the Charter of twenty Merk 
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Land of Haſileſide in Dowglaſdale, beſtowed upon this valiant 
Thomas Dickſon, for this and other Services done to this Lord 
William Dowglas, and to his Son Lord James ( holden of their 
Succeſſors till this Day) does manifeſtly witneſs the Actions laſt 


mentioned. . | 
The Engliſb Hiſtorians alſo do teſtiſy, That the Rebellion (as 
they term it) of Wallace, did moſt encreaſe, and took greateſt 


Strength by this joyning of Sir William Dowglas to his Party; 


and ſome obſerve, that after the Lord Douglas was taken, (where 


of we ſhall ſpeak ſhortly) the Authority of Wallace much dimi- 


niſhed, and his Enemies prevailed ſo far, that he perceiving their 
Malice, the next Year did give Place to Envy, reſigning and gi- 
ving up his Authority of Warden and Lieutenant of Scotland. 

e come now to the Period of this worthy Nobleman's Acti- 
ons: It is condeſcended by all, that. he was taken by the Eng- 
liſh, and kept in Priſon until his Death, {till refuſing to — 
mit himſelf to their uſurped 'T'yranny ; but the Manner of his 
Taking is diverſly reported by the Eugliſh Hiſtorians. The Hi- 
ſtory of Wallace inſinuateth, That he was betraycd by his Eugliſb 
Lady. He was conveyed to Berwick a Little before the Battle 
of Falkirk, and from thence to Tork, where he was kept 
cloſe Priſoner in the Caſtle until his Death in the Year 1302. and 
was buried in a little Chapel (now decayed) at the ſouth End 
of the Bridge. Howloever the fatal Deſolation of this Kingdom 
in that Age hath ſwallowed up in the Oblivion of Time the 
greateſt Part of the Actions of this noble Patriot; yet if we con- 
ſider what Records, Hiſtory and Fame hath preſerved, we may 
juſtly ſay, he was a famous Witneſs of the Worth of his Ance- 
ſtors, and a worthy Progenitor of ſo honourable Succeſſors, to 
whom he was not inferior in Virtue, albeit not ſo fortunate in 
the Occaſions.of ſhewing the ſame. His invincible Courage and 
reſtleſs Activity juſtly gained to him the Sirname of Hardie; his 
unmoveable Conſtancy, never ſhaken with Fear nor Threatning, 
never quelled with Impriſonment and Loſs of his Eſtate, nor al- 
lured with greit Promiſes and Hope to live; his Zeal to the Li- 
berry of his moſt deſperate Country, his ſingular Honeſty, chooſ- 


ing rather to joyn with that famous Worthy Sir William Wallace 


( albeit 
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{ albeit a Man of mean Deſcent in reſpect of him) for the Deli- 
very of his native Kingdom, than with the reſt of the Nobility, 
only reſpecting Greatneſs, to ly aſide and ſtoop to a foreign Com- 
mander. Theſe great Virtues breaking through the Cloud of 


Adverſity, give us juſt Cauſe to account him one of the worthi- 


eſt of his, Age, and a glorious Witneſs .to the World of the un- 
conquered Vatour of his Nation, howſoever broken by Calamities, 
yet never ſubmitting to the Tyranny of Strangers, but ſtanding 

r the Honour and Cauſe of their Princes, even then when it 
was forſaken or oppngned by themſelves. EY "Sy 

Shortly after this 3 in the Vear 1299. was fought that 
unhappy Battel of Falkirk, and Wallace giving Place to Emula- 
tion, retired to. France for a Time, whereby King Edward find- 
ing good Opportunity in the Year 1302. entred Jcorland with a 
puiſfant Army of Engliſh, and ſuch. of the Scorriſh Nobility as 
were of his Party, and .finding no Army able to reſiſt him, he 
paſt forward through the Kingdom, every where deſtroying all 
ancient Monuments; all Records and Regiſters he either burnt 
ot ſent into England, all Men of known Learning he tranſported 
to Oxford, leaving nothing which could preſerve the Remem- 
brance of any Antiquity, or ſtir up the Spirits of the Inhabitants 
to the Deſire of their wonted Liberty, truſting hereby to break 
their Courages, that they ſhould from thenceforth quietly reſt in 
their Obedience: For effeQuating;wheteof he ſtayed all that Win- 
ter and the next Spring in Scotland. He expreſſed his Cruelty. e- 
ſpecially againſt the Lord Dote glas, for his conſtant ſtanding out 
1 85 him; his Lands were given to the Lord Ciiford, all his 

vidents and Monuments were deſtroyed, which is the Cauſe 
that we have fo Htiſe Remembratice left of the Antiquity of that 
Houfe before the Pays of good Lord Tamer. 

But at this Timè Robert Brute (who contended with Baliol) 
departed: this Life. His Son Robert Brace, pitying the Deſola- 
tion of his native Country, entted Conference with 1 Cuming 
the ted Lord of Cumbernald (neateſt Kinſman to Bali] agent 
the Way to ſet it at Liberty. At laſt they drew up an Inden- 
ture, That Cuming, with all his Friendſhip, ſhould allt Bruce to 
attain the Crown, for the which he ſhould have Carrict, Anan- 
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dale, Garieh,: and all other Lands belonging to the Lord Brace 
in Jcotlaud; but. Cuming ſhortly. thereafter ( repenting himſelf, as 
being miſcontent that Bruce intended to joyn with Wallace, to 
whom Cumiug was a great Enemy, and hoping, if Bruce were 
diſpatched, he might the more eaſily attain to the Kingdom him- 
ſelf). revealed the Matter to King Edward, and ſent him the In- 
denture; but whilſt the King lingred, to the end that before he 
impriſoned, the Lord Bruce, he might be ſure to have his four 
Brethren in his Power, Bruc- advertiſed ſecretly by his Friend 
the Earl of Gloceſter, ſtole away from Court, and diſpatched Cu- 
ming at Dumfries, and eſcaped. At the ſame Time Sir Willi. 
am Wallace, betrayed by his familiar Friend, was taken and in- 
humanly put to Death by King Edward.

Anno M. CC. LXXXXV. D. Vallas obedit arcem de Cowpar 


in Fyfe] Sir James Balfour Lord Lyon, in his Acount of H 
MS. ſayeth, That it was anciently one of the ſtrongeſt Forts of 
this Country, having been repaired by the Eugliſb, commanded 
by Sir Hugh Creſſinghame; they were expelled thence with the 
Death of two hundred Men by the Governor Sir William Wal- 
lace. Hector Boeth. (Scot. Hiſt. Lib. 14. Fol. 295.) faith, That 
Wallace was then beſieging the Caſtle of Cowpar, & that after 
he had obtained the Victory at Stirling Bridge, he returned to 
the Siege, and that the Gariſon were ſo aftrighted upon his Re- 
turn, they ſurrendred the Caſtle to him. 

Duodecimo Funii anno Salutis 1298. Cuſtos regni debellavit An- 
glos in prælio, ad Black- iron- ſide in Fyfa] Sir James ay.” 
in his Account of #yfe MS. faith, That Black-zron-/ide Foreſt 
( which lieth upon the ſouth Coalt of Tay, in the north-weſt Part 
of Fyfe) tho' now it contains ſcarce a Mile in Length of Bram- 
bles and Haſel-nut Trees, intermixed with ſome few Oaks, was 
of old great and beautiful, and four Miles in Length, and three 
in Breadth. It was in this Foreſt that Sir William Wallace did 
defeat the Enugliſp Commander Sir John P ſewart, and killed, or 
took Priſoners 1580 of his Men, himſelf narrowly eſcaping.

Holing ſhed, in Edward the firſt, in the Year 1298. [ third Vol. 
of Chronicles] giveth a full Account of this Battle, thus. The 
King being returned from Flanders to England, called a Parlia- 
ment to meet at 7ork, and gave Summons unto the Lords of 
Scotland to come to the ſame ; but making Default in their Ap- 
pearance, he ſent forth his Commiſſion and Letters to warn his 
Subjects to be ready with Horſe and Harneſs at Rokesburgh, 
in the Feaſt of the Nativity of St. 7% Bgprift next entuing. 
They obeying his Commandment, aſſembled there at the Day 
—_— 2 | 
_ 'There were in this Army now aſſembled at Rokesburgh, toge- 
ther with thoſe of the Biſhoprick, about three thouſand Men of 
Arms mounted on barbed Horſes, beſides four thoutand other 
armed Men on Horſe-back without Barbs. There were alſo a 
great Number of Footmen, and yet none but ſuch as came upon 
their own good Wills, the which were almoſt all Welſhꝰmen or 
Jriſhmen. There came afterwards five hundred Men of Arms 
well apparelled, furniſhed and mounted, out of Gaſcoin. | 
The King marching forth with his Army, came to Temple hi- 
ſton, and ſent forth the Biſhop of Durham to take certain Caſtles 
thereabouts, as Ormton [ Ormſion | or as ſome Copies have, Dril- 
ton {| Dirlton] and other two, which Enterpriſe the Biſhop ſpee- 
dily accompliſhed. The King hearing the Scots were coming to- 
wards him, raiſed his field, and went forth to meer them, lodg- 


ng 
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ing the next Night in a fair Plain, in the Morning very early a 


eat Alarm was raiſed, ſo that every Man got him to Armour, 


uppoſing the Szors to be at hand. The Horſe appointed for the 
King's Saddle that Day, as the King ſhould have got upon him, 


frighred with ſ6me Noiſe, ſtarted aſide, and threw the King down * 


with ſuch Violence, that he broke two of his Ribs, as the Re- 


ort went. Others write, That his Horſe trode on him in the 
ight, as he and his People reſted them, keeping their Horſes 
ſtill bridled, to be ready the ſooner upon Occaſion of any Ne- 
ceſſity; but howſoever he came by this Hurt, he ſtaid not to 


paſs forward in his purpoſed Journey, but mounting upon ano- 


ther Horſe, went forth with his Army till he came to a Place 
called Falkirk, where both the Armies of Scotland and England 
met and fougnt. . 
The Srots were divided in four Schiltron, as they termed them, 
or as we may ſay, round Battles in Form of à Circle, in the 
which ſtood their People that carried long Spears, which they 
croſſed joyntly together one with another, betwixt which Schil- 
trons were certain Spaces left, the which were filled with their 


Archers and Bowmen, and behind all theſe, were their Horſemen 


placed. They had choſen a ſtrong Ground, ſomewhat ſidling on 
the Side 'of a Hill. The Earls Marſhal, Hereford and Lincoln, 
which led the Foreward of the Engliſhmen, at the firſt made di- 


realy towards the Scots; but they were ſtayed, by reaſon they 
found a Mariſh or Moſs betwixt their Enemies and them, ſo that 
they were conſtrained to fetch a Compaſs towards the weſt Side 


of the Field. The Biſhop of Durham ruling in the ſecond Bat- 
_ tle of the Engliſhmen, conſiſting of {ix and thirty Standards, knaw- - 


ing the Let of that Moſs towards the eaſt Side, haſted forth to 
be the firſt that ſhould give the Onſet; but yet when they ap- 


proached near to the Enemies, the Biſhop commanded his Peo- 


ple to ſtay till the third Battle, which the King led, might ap- 


proach. '' But that valiant Knight the Lord Rafe Baſſet of Drai- 
ton ſaid to him, My Lord Biſhop, you may go and ſay Maſs, 


which better becometh you, than to teach us what we have to 
do, for we will do that which belongeth to the Order and Cu-

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Herewith they haſted forth on that Side to charge the firſt 
Schiltron of the Scote, and the Earls with their Battle on the o- 
ther. Side, and even upon the firſt Brunt. the Scottiſh Horſemen 
fled, a few, only excepted, who ſtaid to keep the Footmen,, in 
Order; and amongſt; others was the Lord Stewart of Scotland, 
who, as he was about to ſet in Order the Bowmen of Selkirk, 
by chance was unhorſed, and ſlain there amongſt the ſame Bow- 
men, and many a tall Man's Body with him. The Scortiſß Ar. 
chers thus being flain, the Eugliſhmen aſſailed the > 5 but 
keeping themſelves cloſe together, and ſtanding at Defence with 
their Spears like a thick Wood, they kept out the Engliſb Horſe- 
men for a While, and fought manfully, though they were ſore 
beaten with Shot of Arrows by the Eugliſi Archers on Foot, 
and ſo at length galled with Shot, and aſſailed by the Horſemen. 
on each Side, they begun to diſorder, and fhrink from one Side 
to another; and herewith the Horſemen brake in amongſt them, 
and fo they were lain, and beaten down in Manner all the whole

That as in the Beginning all Men were glad to ſupport Wallace 
in all Exploits and Enterpriſes which he took in Hand; ſo after- 
ward, when his Fame began to wax great, to the Derogation of 
other Mens Renowns, ſuch. as were far his Superiors in Birth 
and Lineage, that Favour which many bare him at the firſt, was 
now. turned into Envy,. having no ſmall Indignation, that a Man 
of ſo baſe Parentage. ſhould ſo ſurmount them in all Honour and 
Dignity. Thoſe that envied him moſt were of the Cuymzng's Blood, 
a Robert Bruce. King Edward being advertiſed of this envi- 
ous Grudge, and new Sedition amongſt the Nobles of Scotland, 
had ſecret Conference, by his Agents, with the chiefeſt amongſt 
thoſe that thus envied the hich Glory of Wallace, and upon Truſt 


of ſuch Practice as was concluded by reaſon of the ſame * 
. e 
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he came with a mighty Army into Scotland, and at Falkirk met 
with this Wallace, who miſtruſting no Guile, had raiſed a Power 
to reſiſt him; but now being come in Sight of the Enghſhmen, 

there roſe a right odious Contention betwixt the head 2 
who ſhould have the Leading of the Vanguard, which is reputed 
a moſt high Honour amongſt the Scott iſhmen; and among others 
John Stewart, and John Cuming, thought Scorn that /Yallace, 
a Man of ſo low Beginning, ſhould be preferred before them in 
that Honour. But on the other Part, Wallace conſidering that 
the Charge of the Whole was given unto him by Agreement and 
Conſent of the three Eſtates, thought it no Reaſon that he ſhould 
give place to any of them, though unto his Face, as ſaith John 
Major, the Lord Stewart had before upbraided him with his 
Pride, comparing him to an Owl, which from his Original had 
begged a Feather of every Bird, and being now enriched with 
NN of Feathers, did advance himſelf above all other 

irds. x 

In the mean time came the Zngl:hmern upon them right fierce- 
ly, before the Scortiſh Chiftains (having their Breaſts filled with 
more Malice one againſt another, than with Deſire to Defend 
their Country againſt their Enemies) could bring their Men into - 
any perfect Aray. Herewith, at the Coming to the Point of 
joyning, the Cumings with their Retinues fled out of the Field, 
and left the Reſidue of the Scots in all the Danger. Robert Bruce 
ſerving that Day amongſt the Eugliſhmen, fetched a Compaſs a- 
bout a Hill, and came on the Backs of the Scots, ſo that they 
were a in Manner compaſled in, and beaten down on each Side. 
Yet Wallace left nothing undone that might pertain to the Duty 
of a valiant Captain ; but at length, all his Endeavours notwith- 
ſtanding, the Scots ( overſet with Multitudes of Enemies) were 
{lain in ſuch huge Numbers, that he was conſtrained to draw out 
of the Field, with ſuch fmall Remnants as were left alive. The 
Engliſhmen purſued fiercely after him, and namely one valiant 
Captain name Frier Brain Fay, a Templer, whom Wallace per- 
ceiving to be within his Danger, ſtepped forth unto him, and 
ſlew him there in Sight (as it is ſaid) of all the Eugliſb Army; 
Which valiant Act of ” 117 "gh the Engliſpmen ſomewhat

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to ſtay for Doubt of other Peril by their unwiſe Purſuit likely 


to befal them. In this unfortunate Battle were {lain on the Scor- 
tiſh Side, Fohn Stewart of Bute with his Brandans, (for ſo they 


name them that are taken up to ſerve in the Wars forth of the 


Stewarts Lands) Macduff Earl of Hyfe, with Sir John Graham, 


_ whoſe Death was much lamented by Wallace, as one whom he 


highly eſteemed for his great Experience in warlike Knowledge. 
any other noble and valiant Men died in this Conflict, whoſe 
Names would be too long to rehearſe. This Battle was ftricken 
on Mary Magdalen's Day, in the Year of our Lord 1298. and 


therefore the Engliſhmen have holden it ever ſince a happy Day 


for to fight againſt the Scots. 4 
When William Wallace was paſſed the River Carron, where 


he might defend himſelf, and gather his diſperſed People, Bruce 


deſired to ſpeak unto him, which Wallace did not deny, where- 
upon (each of them drawing alone by themſelves, without any 
Arbiters, to the Banks of the River, in ſuch Place as it was nar- 
roweſt, and they might, without any Company, beſt hear one a- 
nother) Bruce began to ſay as followeth. I do much mule, thou 
moſt valiant of all Men, what came into thy Mind to be carried 
away by the uncertain Favour of the common People, and to 
ſtand againſt the mightieſt King of our Age, ſupported with the 
8 Forces of the Scots, and daily to offer thy ſelf. to every 

anger, and that for no Reward aſſured to thee for all thy La- 
bours; for if thou ſhouldſt overcome King Edward, the Scots 
will neyer advance thee to the Kingdom; and if thou be over- 
come, there reſteth no Refuge for thee, but only the Mercy of 
thine Enemy; and doſt thou not fee the Cumings and me, and 
the moſt of the Nobility, to follow the Eugliſh Faction? Neither 
doſt thou conſider the Malice of the Princes conceived againſt 
thee; look unto thy ſelf. And thou haſt but a few of the No- 
bles thy Partakers, and a ſmall Number of the Commons (u ho 
are more. uncertain than the Wind) to follow thee, wv hoie For- 
tune is now almoſt overthrown. All theſe Words John Major 
ſuppoſeth that Robert Bruce did ſpeak, to ſearch the Mind of 


Wallace, whether he mean'd to aſpire to the Crown, or no, be- 


ing indeed rather contented that //allate had left the Field, than

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otherwiſe to reduce him to the Part of King Edward, To whom 
Wallace anſwered in this Sort. | 
The End of all my Travel was not to attain the Kingdom, for 
my Birth and Fortune neither did or could deſerve it, and my 
ind did never deſire it; but the negligent Sloth bf thee (to 
whom the Right of that Diadem doth appertain, and who doth 
yaa hunt thereafter) made my Citizens ( perceiving them- 
ſelves deſtitute of faithful Governors) to follow me, and cauſed 
me (when I ſaw them in that Miſery, rather butcherly torn, than 
in honeſt Servitude to be oppreſſed to ſeek for Liberty, which 
ſurely I had obtained for them and you, if the Nobility had not 
ſo evilly ſtrived againſt me, refrained themſelves from coming in- 
to the Field, and had but ſent their Hinds ( who till their Land ) 
forth to the Battle, at which Time I had ſcarce 100 Men, and 
thoſe of common Sort. 'Truly if the Princes had not been Im- 
pediment thereto, I could have brought forth to fight a hundred 
thouſand bold and cheerful Soldiers, but now, in truth, T per- 
ceive the Hatred of the Nobles againſt me this Day ; wherefore, 
if thou pretend to poſleſs the Kingdom, I give thee faithful War- 
ning, eſpecially to beware of the Cumzngs, who, if they had more 
regarded the Glory of their Country, than of ſecret Malice to o- 
thers, would not ſo wickedly have forſaken the Field, what Hate 
ſoever they had conceived againſt me. If they had given their 


Faith to the King of England, they are not bound to keep it; + 


in a wicked Promiſe no Oath is to be performed. I am now wea- 
ry of my Life, and rather defire to die, than to live in this Sort, 
to ſee the Miſery of my beloved Country ; wherefore embrace 
you this Thraldom, (which is ſo much eſteemed of you) to 
whom filthy Servitude with Eaſe ſeemeth more PO than 
honeſt Liberty with Danger; for I had rather chooſe willing 
Death with Freedom (in which I mean to ſpend my Blood) than 
to do as you have done, becauſe the Love of my Country ſhall 
not depart from my Heart, before the Life of my Body depart 
from his Office. hich being ſaid, Bruce burſt forth in Tears, 
conſidering the Nobility of the Mind of Wallace, although per- 
haps he nothing miſliked the Misfortune of the Man, as doubt- 
ing the End of all his Pretence to be to attain to the Crown.

This being thus done, they both depart to their Companies. 
By which Conference (faith Leſy Biſhop of No) this good

But notwithſtanding all theſe valiant Speeches of Wallace, when 
he conſidered the unfortunate Diſcomfiture by him ſo treache- 
rouſly received, he came to Perth, and there uttering by Com- 

plaint the injurious Envy of the Nobles againſt him, he renoun- 
ced and diſcharged himſelf of alljthe Authority which had been 
committed to his Hands, touching the Governance of the Realm.

Edward Ayſcu | Hiſtory of the Wars, &c. between England 
and Scotland, Pag. 123.7] ſaith, Mid/ummerday being come, there 
repaired to the King about 3000 Men of Arms, mounted on bar- 
bed Horſes, beſides 4000 light Horſemen, and a great Number 
of Footmen, the better Part Velſhmen and Iriſpmen. The whole 
Army being come within Scotland to a Place called Falkirk, a- 
bout four Miles from Stirling, where the Scots lay, was divided 

into 
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three Battles. The foremoſt was led by the Earls, Marſbal, 
Hereford and Lincoln, the ſecond by the 'Biſhop of Darbam a 
martial Prelate. ¶ John Sto (in his Annals of Eugland) faith, 
Anthony Bebe Biſhop of Dureſme, had at this Battle ſuch a Reti- 
nue, that in his Company were two and thirty; Banners.] The 
Rereward was conducted by the King himſelf. In like Manner 
the Scottiſp Army was divided into three, the firſt was led by 
Jolm Cuming, the ſecond by John Stewart, and the third by tie 
valiant Captain Wallace. The whole conſiſted of ſome thirty 
thouſand Men, well and ai appointed.

With him was joyned alſo Ratph Confrey Trea- 
ſurer of the Army. Thieſe two Captains coming to the 
and hearing chat the Scottiſhmen already were in Arms, (vid. 
. . they entred into Scotland, and, in Order of Battle, 
paſſed forth to Edinburgh, (vid. Abington.) and hearing nothing 
of their Enemies, which kept them ſtill in the Mountains, ey 
divided their Army into three ſeveral Battles, two of the which 
came behAd the fore- ward, under the Leading of the 1 
Confrey, the third (that is to ſay, the fore-ward) the Lord Je- 


grave led himſelf, in ſuch Order, that there was the Diſtance of 
our Miles betwixt their Lodgings. This they did to be the more 


plenteouſly ſerved with Victuals. | *. 
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But the Scots underſtanding this Order of their Enemies, be- 
came the more hardy, and thereupon having Knowledge where 
the Lord Segrave was lodged with his Company, a good Way 
off from the other two Parts of the Army, they haſted forward in 
the Night-ſeaſon, and came near unto the Place where the ſame 
Lord Segrave was encamped, a little before Day, making them- 
ſelves ready. to aſſail the Eugliſhmen in their Camp. But the 
Lord Segrave having Knowledge of their coming, though he 
was counſelled by ſome of them that were about him, either to 
withdraw unto the other Battles, or elſe to ſend unto them to 
come to his Aid, he would follow neither of both the Ways, 
but, like a Captain more hardy than wiſe in this Point, diſpoſed 
his Companies which he had there in order to fight, and encou- 
raging them to play the Men, immediately upon the riſing of 
the Sun, and that his Enemies approached, he cauſed the Trum- 
pets to ſound to the Battle, an gave therewith. the Onſet. _ 
The Fight was ſore and doubtful for a While, till the Eugliſb- 
menu, overcome with Multitude of their Enemies, began to be 
{lain on each Side, ſo that few eſcaped by Flight. To the Num- 
ber of twenty worthy Knights were taken, with their Captain 
the faid Lord Segrave, being ſore wounded, but he was by chance 
reſcued and delivered out of the Enemy's Hands. by certain 
Horſemen, who, under the Leading of the Lord Robert Ne- 
vile, {fo Abington] a right valiant Knight, (upon hearing the 
Noiſe of them that fled) came on the Spurs out of the next 
Camp to the Succour of their Fellows. Ralph Confrey after this 
Miſhap (as Polydore ſaith.) brought back the Reſidue of his Ar- 
my into England, not thinking it neceſſary to attempt any fur- 
ther Enterpriſe at that Time againſt the Enemies, overmatching

"Jy This Victory fell to the Scots in Manner as is before rehearſ- 

ed, upon St. Matthews Day, in the Year after the. Birth of our 
Saviour 1302, The Glory of this Victory was great, conſider- 
ing that thirty thouſand Engliſhmen, well furniſhed, and through- 
ly appointed for War, ſhould be thus in one Day. vanquiſhed with 
an Handfuf of Heottiſpmen; for as their Hiſtories make Menti- 
on, they paſſed not eight thouſand at the moſt; and therefore 
all Men ſuppoſed, that it came to paſs by the ſingular Favour 
and Grace of eie God, Speed, in his Hiſtory of Great 
Britain, Edward I. Pag. 650. telleth us, That in the mean time 
Sir 7ohn Segrave, Lord Segrave, a renowned Soldier, was ſent 
Governor or Cuſtos into Scotland with an Army. After the Truce 
expired, which, at the French King's Inſtance, King Edward 
had yielded unto for a Time, 70% Cumin, who had alſo been 
a Competitor for the Crown, was choſen. by the Scots for their 
Governour.
